LIBRARY LEGISLATION 


“Senate Bill No. 310, a bill to amend sections 5625-20, 5625-24 and 5639 of the General 
Code, relative to the allocation of tax revenues to public libraries under the intangibles 
tax law” was voted out by the House Taxation Committee on April 16 and now needs 
only to be approved by the House and the Governor. Minor amendments were made dur- 
ing the course of the bill’s career. But the essential features remain: better financial pro- 
tection for libraries and the clarification of the law regarding the authorization for librar- 
ics to spend funds for county extension service.
